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Message  from  the  Headmaster 


What  a difference  140  years  makes! 


Here’s  what  was  happening 
on  the  border  in  the  spring 
of  1872: 

The  Postmaster  General  had 
authorized  the  Rock  Island  Post 
Office  to  begin  selling  money 
orders. 

In  April,  the  house  and  out-build- 
ings  of  Simon  Stone  burned  down, 
at  a loss  of  $3,000  (partially 
insured). 

The  Stanstead  Journal  reported 
that  the  Hon.  T.  L.  Terrill  had  sold 
54  “fat  oxen”  to  a man  in  Quebec, 
the  beasts  weighing  between  400 
and  1,800  pounds  each. 

Perhaps  most  exciting  of  all  (at 
least  from  our  perspective), 
progress  was  being  made  to  build  a 
new  college  in  Stanstead. 

Almost  a year  earlier,  the 
Wesleyan  Conference  had  selected 
Stanstead  over  Compton  as  the 
location  for  a new  Methodist 
school.  (It  helped  that  Stanstead 
had  offered  $15,000  in  support  of 
the  project,  $5,000  more  than 
Compton.) 

However,  another  $25,000  was 


would  be  proud  of  Stanstead 
College  in  2012,  having  survived 
initial  financial  hardship,  two 
World  Wars,  a Depression  and 
never-ending  social  upheaval,  all 
the  while  managing  to  provide  a 
top  education  to  students  in  prepa- 
ration for  university  and  life 
beyond. 

They  would  also  be  amazed  at 
the  school’s  many  changes  - too 
many  to  mention,  in  fact,  so  here’s 
just  one:  I don’t  think  the  founders 
would  ever  have  anticipated  that 
College  teachers  and  alumni  would 
get  together  in  the  spring  to  play 
soccer.  In  Mexico.  Against  alumni 
from  BCS.  Heck,  I doubt  the 
founders  anticipated  Mexicans!  Or 
Taiwanese  or  Russians  or  Chinese 
or  Brazilians  or. . . 

The  founding  of  Stanstead 
College  may  have  been  grand  in  its 
ambition  but  it  was  humble  in  its 
scope  - a school  for  the  region’s 
children.  Nearly  140  years  later, 
the  school  has  a far  broader  per- 
spective, offering  a global 
approach  to  education,  yet  continu- 
ing to  produce  young  men  and 
women  who,  I’m  quite  confident, 
our  school’s  founders  would  have 
been  very  pleased  to  make  the 
acquaintance  of. 

I hope  you  enjoy  this  issue  of  the 
Red  & White,  our  ongoing  record 
of  Stanstead  College,  past,  present 
and  future.

needed  to  make  this  new  college  a 
go.  One  can  only  imagine  the 
meetings  that  took  place  during 
that  fall  and  winter  to  raise  the  nec- 
essary capital,  not  just  in  Stanstead 
but  throughout  the  Townships, 
Montreal,  Quebec  City,  even 
Eastern  Ontario.  It  wasn’t  until 
October  of  1872  that  the  project 
promoters  reached  their  financial 
goal. 

Were  there  doubts  that  spring,  I 
wonder?  Did  the  promoters  worry 
whether  their  enterprise  would 
ever  get  off  the  ground?  Or  were 
they  brimming  with  the  can-do, 
pioneer  spirit  of  the  age? 

Either  way,  as  we  approach  the 
140^  anniversary  of  the  incorpo- 
ration of  Stanstead  College  on 
December  24,  1872,  it’s  appropri- 
ate to  think  of  those  visionary  men 
who  guided  this  school  into  exis- 
tence. Many  of  their  names  still 
resonate  in  the  community:  Colby, 
Ball,  Lee,  Terrill  (he  of  the  fat 
oxen),  Pierce,  Holmes,  to  name  a 
few.

Canada  won  gold  at  the  2012 
IIHF  Women's  World 
Championship  in  Zlin-Prerov, 
Czech  Republic  in  January,  going 
undefeated  in  the  tournament  and 
beating  USA  3-0  in  the  final. 

Sarah  enjoyed  an  excellent  tour- 


nament overall,  ranking  13th  in 
points  with  3 goals  and  4 assists, 
including  a goal  and  assist  in  the 
gold  medal  game. 

Sarah  was  only  one  of  three 
Quebec  players  on  the  22-person 
roster. 

The  national  team  placement  was 
only  the  latest  success  for  Sarah,

Stanstead  senior  in  NHL’s  sights 


Mark  Jankowski  has  his 
fingers  crossed  for  this 
coming  June. 

Already  committed  to  Division  I 
Providence  College  for  2012  or 
2013,  the  Varsity  Hockey  forward 
was  recently  ranked  the  #43 
prospect  among  North  American 
skaters  in  the  2012  NHL  Draft, 
putting  him  in  the  crosshairs  for 
the  draft  in  June. 

Mark,  a Grade  12  student  from 
Dundas,  Ont.,  was  added  in  late 
November  to  the  C list  of  “players 
to  watch,”  greatly  increasing  his 
chances  of  being  among  players 
picked  in  the  eight-round  draft  in 
June. 

The  C list  often  includes  players 
outside  the  junior  hockey  ranks 
who  may  not  be  in  the  spotlight 
like  other  high-profile  prospects 
but  are  impact  players  who  are 
turning  heads. 

Mark  is  in  his  second  year  at 
Stanstead  College  and  enjoyed  an 
excellent  season.  He  was  the  top 
points  earner  in  the  Midwest  Prep 
Hockey  League  and  had  an  overall 
season  record  of  53  goals,  40 


assists  and  +/-  of  51. 

Standing  at  6 ’2. 75” 
and  171  pounds,  Mark 
is  a highly  skilled 
centreman  with  great 
vision,  speed  and 
overall  tremendous 
hockey  sense,  says 
coach  James  Rioux. 

“His  competitive 
nature,  work  ethic  in 
practice  and  character 
on  and  off  the  ice 
make  him  an 
outstanding 
prospect,”  he  said. 

“He  has  a nose  for  the 
net  and  deep  bag  of 
tricks  with  the  puck.” 

In  addition  to  being 
on  the  NHL  list,  Mark 
appeared  on  TSN’s  Craig  Button’s 
mid-January  list  of  top  players 
eligible  for  the  2012  NHL  Entry 
Draft.  Originally  ranked  #68,  Mark 
leaped  to  #38  in  February  and  #23 
in  March. 

The  last  Spartan  to  make  the 
NHL  draft  was  Danny  Hobbs 
(2006),  drafted  by  the  New  York 


Rangers  in  the  seventh  round 
(198th  overall).  He  is  currently  a 
senior  at  UMass-Amherst  and  last 
summer  was  named  a Ranger 
prospect  to  watch. 

In  March,  Mark  received  his 
second  Major  S for  hockey  as  well 
as  the  Dawes  Trophy.

New  look  for  Student  Centre 


Spring  is  green  and  as  of  this 
April  so  is  the  Student 
Centre. 

The  Eric  T.  Webster  Student 
Centre  underwent  an  upgrade  over 
the  March  break,  the  first  of  its 
kind  since  the  space  was  rebuilt  in 
2001.  In  keeping  with  the 
College’s  commitment  to  moving 
towards  a sustainable  campus,  the 
upgrade  has  been  done  in  as  eco- 
friendly  a manner  as  possible. 

Paint  used  for  the  walls  was 
Canadian-made  recycled  latex, 
RONA’s  ECO  brand.  The  floors 
were  re-varnished  using  an  eco- 
certified  water-reducible  high- 
performance  urethane  with  no 
heavy  metals  or  zinc. 

The  most  noticeable  change, 
however,  is  the  furniture.  A full  set 
of  new  furniture  has  been  provided 
by  YUP  Inc.,  the  Toronto-based 
company  owned  by  alumni  Ian 
Jackson  (1982)  and  VJ  Bala 
(1994).  The  upholstered  armchairs 
and  sectional  sofas  are  made  from 
85%  recycled  material  and  is  itself 
100%  recyclable.  The  innards  are 
made  entirely  of  corrugated  board 


that  doesn’t  use  any  new  wood  or 
metal  to  manufacture.  The 
materials  make  the  furniture  very 
light,  without  compromising 
structural  strength,  resulting  in  less 
petroleum  to  transport. 

While  these  pieces  were  made  in 
Mexico,  VJ  explains  that 
production  has  recently  moved  to 
Canada. 

“Ian  and  I are  passionate  about 
helping  our  College  and  alumni, 
and  gave  the  college  a very 
attractive 
discounted  price 
point  on  the 
pieces,”  he  says. 
“The  intention  was 
to  get  the  College 
started  on  the 
green  front  and 
also  use  this  as  a 
method  to  educate 
the  students.” 

As  for  the  old 
furniture,  it  has 
been  redistributed 
to  various 

locations  on 


Besides  the  physical 
surroundings,  the  Student  Centre 
will  operate  as  sustainably  as 
possible,  from  using  eco-friendly 
cleaning  products  and  light  bulbs 
to  no  bags  given  out  at  Lucie’s 
Tuck  Shop. 

In  addition  to  their  contributions 
to  the  Student  Centre,  Ian  and  VJ 
are  offering  alumni  a chance  to 
purchase  an  exclusive  Stanstead 
College  ottoman  - known  as  the 
Cube  - in  support  of  the  school’s 
Annual  Fund.  In  addition  to 
providing  this  innovative 
Canadian-made  product,  YUP  is 
also  throwing  in  a free  DeLIGHT, 
a remote-controlled,  multi- 
coloured LED  light,  which  the 
company  describes  as  a “very  cool 
addition  to  your  energy-efficient 
lifestyle.”  All  proceeds  from  the 
sales  support  the  Annual  Fund.

SC’s  Golden  Age  of  Drama

Standing  smack  on  the  Canada- 
U.S.  border,  the  Haskell  Opera 
House  has  preserved  that  history, 
in  this  case  names  scrawled  on  the 
backstage  walls  and  in  the  dressing 
rooms,  names  of  actors  and  stage- 
hands dating  back  to  the  1940s, 
even  earlier,  a good  many  of  them 
students  of  Stanstead  College. 

Even  though  the  Opera  House 
went  through  extensive 
renovations  in  the  early  1990s, 
involving  the  installation  of  fire 
escapes  and  an  elevator,  effort  was 
made  to  preserve  as  much  of  the 
scrawled  walls  as  possible.

because  it’s  Mr.  MacPherson,  a 
teacher  and  later  headmaster  at 
Stanstead  College  from  1941  to

More  to  the  point,  Mr. 
MacPherson  - or  “MacDuff,”  as 
the  Nova  Scotian 
Scot  was 

affectionately 
known  - was  the 
heart  and  soul  of 
drama  at  Stanstead 
College,  and  for 
many  years  the 
Haskell  Opera 
House  was  its 
home. 

Why  perform  at 


College  had  the  old  Pierce  Hall? 

“Pierce  Hall  before  the  fire  had  a 
concert  stage  with  a grand  piano 
that  should  have  been  in  Carnegie 
Hall,”  says  Alan  MacMillan,  Class 
of  1955.  “There  was  nowhere  to 
move  it,  and,  besides,  the  stage 
was  too  small  for  a full  theatrical 
production.” 

Full  and  ambitious.  With 
MacPherson  as  the  driving  force, 
the  College  thespians  performed 
three  one-act  plays  in  the  fall  and  a 
major  production  in  the  spring, 
often  with  a full  orchestra. 

With  MacPherson  serving  as 
director  and

Perhaps  it  was  one-upmanship, 
but  the  Annual  for  1949  had  this  to 
say  about  the  Society’s  production 
of  Thornton  Wilder’s  Our  Town :

read  the  school 
Forest  Prince  in 
1945,  and  in  1948  perhaps 
one  of  the  most  ambitious 
productions  ever  produced 
by  the  College,  Gilbert  &

This  major  undertaking 
of  a show  was,  the  Annual 
declared,  “an  entertainment 
that  will  live  for  a long 
time  in  the  annals  of  the 
College  as  one  of  the  best 
shows  produced  by  the

remembered  whenever  folk 
reminisce  about  1948-49  at 
Stanstead  College.” 

As  with  many  productions,  Mr. 
MacPherson  not  only  directed  but 
played  a role,  in  this  case  that  of 
the  narrator. 

“He  certainly  knew  his  theatre 
and  had  a reasonably  good 
baritone  voice,”  recalls 
MacMillan.  “He  was  an  able 
director  but  got  a little  nervous 
before  performance  time.” 

Marian  (Rose)  Behn  (Class  of 
1951)  described  MacPherson  as 
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“always  a bit  of  a funny  guy,  but  he 
knew  how  to  get  what  he  wanted 
when  he  was  doing  a play.” 

She  remembers  her  mother  being 
in  the  audience  for  Our  Town,  in 
which  Marian  had  a small  role. 
“She  was  very  moved  by  that 
play,”  she  remembers.  “It  was 
wonderfully  done.” 

Under  MacPherson’s 

supervision,  the  school  formed  a 
Dramatic  Society  in  1946  “to 
foster  an  interest  in  the  field  of 
dramatics  and  to  that  end  [sponsor] 
the  School’s  annual  dramatic 
production.”  The  club’s  first 
officers  were  Ian  MacMillan, 
president;  Gertrude  Hodge,  vice- 
president;  Ruth  Fraas,  secretary; 
and  Joe  Langlois, 
treasurer. 

But  perhaps 
MacPherson’s 
biggest  coup  was 
gaining 
membership  for 
Stanstead 
College  in  the 
National 
Thespian 
Society.  Troupe 
No.  1056  was  the 
very  first 

Canadian 
member  of  the 
society,  enough 
of  an 


which  often  half  the  school  was 
brought  in  to  assist  in  one  way  or 
another.” 

Lloyd  MacPherson  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  career  at  St. 
Andrew’s  College  in  Ontario, 
where  he  was  for  many  years 
assistant  headmaster.  He  died,  a 
bachelor  to  the  end,  in  1988. 

(Incidentally,  the  MacPherson 
Hockey  Tournament  at  St. 
Andrew’s,  which  the  Stanstead 
Varsity  Boys  won  this  year,  is 
named  after  Lloyd  MacPherson.) 

While  dramatics  survived  at 
Stanstead  College  after 
MacPherson’s  departure,  the 
Thespian  Society  troupe  appears 
not  to  have  done  so. 

“The  next 
person  who 
came  in  didn’t 
have  the  desire 
to  promote  the 
theatre  or 
perhaps  the 
desire  to  fork 
out  the  $200  a 
year  for 

membership,” 
speculates 
Alan 
MacMillan. 

It  was  also 
the  end  of 
regular 
performances 


accomplishment  that  The 
Stanstead  Journal  covered  the 
initial  induction  ceremony. 

Members  participated  in 
Sherbrooke  play  festivals  and 
continued  staging  grand 
productions  at  the  Haskell  in  the 
subsequent  years  - Trial  by  Jury, 
The  Chimes  of  Normandy,  The 
Forest  Prince  (again)  and,  in  1957, 
The  Robe. 

This  was  MacPherson’s  last 
production  at  the  College,  having 
tendered  his  resignation  halfway 
through  the  year.  The  1957 
yearbook  was  dedicated  to  him. 
“Year  after  year,  plays  and 
operettas  have  been  produced 
under  his  enthusiastic  direction  in

Origins  of  the  Crest

religio”  in  the 
Stanstead  College  motto  is 
put  forward  for  debate. 

Does  it  mean  Religion? 

Faith?  Virtue?  Or  its 
politically  neutral  current 
interpretation,  Integrity? 

The  bottom  line  is  that  the  very 
origin  of  the  Latin  “religio”  is 
itself  obscure. 

How  apt,  then,  that  the  origin  of 
the  school  crest  displaying  these 
words  is  likewise  obscure. 

In  a 1986  alumni  magazine,  the 
College’s  resident  historian  Joan 
MacDonald  documented  her 
attempts  to  track  down  the  origin 
of  the  school  crest.  The  school 
archives  offered  no  help. 

“Perhaps  this  information  was 
destroyed  in  the  1938  fire,  when 
the  main  building  was  burned  to 
the  ground,”  she  speculated. 

What  she  did  discover  was  that 
the  original  school  motto,  dating  as 
far  back  as  1 880,  went  by  “Sanitias 
Scientia  Religio”  or  “Health, 
Knowledge  and  Something- 
Approximating- Virtue.” 

Somewhere  around 
1889,  however,  “Scientia” 
was  changed  to 

“Sapientia,”  the  higher 
minded  “wisdom.” 

But  back  to  the  crest. . . 

“Our  coat  of  arms,” 
writes  MacDonald,  “with 
the  open  book  and  the  sun 
in  splendour,  may  have 
been  adapted 

from  the  seal 
by  the 
Institution 
the 
of 
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Stanstead  College,  the 
Tittle  red  schoolhouse,’ 
later  known  as  the  Mansur 
School,  was  a Royal 
Institution  establishment.” 
In  fact,  the  RIAL  oversaw  all 
elementary  schooling  in  Lower 
Canada  during  the  first  half  of  the 

19th  century.  in  addition,  the 
RIAL  was  (and  still  is)  responsible 
for  managing  the  McGill  bequest 
that  established  the  eponymous 
Montreal  university,  which 
maintained  a strong  association 
with  Stanstead  College  in  its  early 
years. 

In  1977,  McGill  archivist  Faith 
Wallis  sent  MacDonald  the  sketch 
of  the  RIAL  crest  seen  here. 

In  preparation  for  the  school’s 
125th  anniversary,  school  librarian 
Liz  Getty  wrote  to  both  the 
National  Archives  of  Canada  and 
the  Archives  nationales  du  Quebec 
seeking  any  information  about  the 
origin  of  the 
College  coat  of 
arms.  Neither 
could  offer  help. 
Incidentally,  the 
coat  of  arms  briefly 
(and  incorrectly) 
depicted  oak  leaves 
instead  of  maple 
leaves.

learned  in  university,  she  said,  but 
didn’t  allow  much  room  for 
challenging  conventional  thought. 
Her  current  work  with  a non- 
governmental organization  at  the 
ground  level  allows  her  to  be 
closer  to  the  issues. 

“Canada  should  be  ashamed  of 
its  ‘third  world’  conditions 
that  are  present  in  its  own 
backyard,”  she  said. 

“There  are  so  many  things 
we  can  do  right  here  in  our 
own  country.” 

Ms.  Villasenor-Caron’s 
advice  to  the  students  was 
to  follow  their  heart, 
question  everything  and 
not  to  worry  about 
conforming  to  society’s 
expectations.  Take  the 
opportunities  of  school 
and  university  to  grow 
your  mind,  think  critically 
and  develop  interpersonal 
and  social  skills,  she  said. 

“Discovering  your  life 
purpose  is  a journey,  and 


you  don’t  know  where  you’re 
going  until  you  get  there,”  she 
said. 

Following  her  talk,  Ms. 
Villasenor-Caron  helped  distribute 
certificates  to  students  who  had 
achieved  academic  success  during 
the  first  term.

“Grow  your  mind,  think  critically.” 


The  guest  speaker  at 
January’s  Academic 

Assembly  was  Lucille 
Villasenor-Caron,  Class  of  2000, 
currently  working  as  a special 
projects  manager  for  Pauktuutit 
Inuit  Women  of  Canada  in  Ottawa, 
addressing  socio-economic  issues 
and  priorities  for  Inuit  women, 
their  families  and  communities. 

A member  of  the  school’s  so- 
called  “six-year  club,”  Ms. 
Villasenor-Caron  recognized  the 
influence  the  diverse  and 
supportive  school  community  had 
on  her  life. 

“Stanstead  College  became  my 
family,”  she  said.  “After  leaving,  I 
became  aware  that  not  everyone 
had  the  same  cultural  awareness 
that  I had  thanks  to  the  school.” 
After  graduation,  Ms.  Villasenor- 
Caron  attended  Mount  Allison, 
where,  after  a disastrous  first  year 
in  Commerce,  she  discovered  that 
she  was  less  interested  in  external 
expectations  of  success  than  in  her 
own  desire  to  question  and 
challenge.  She  found  an  outlet  for 
this  in  Sociology  and  ended  up 
graduating  with  a degree  in 
International  Relations  and 
Sociology.  Her  master’s  studies  in 
social  work  are  continuing 
currently  at  the  Carleton  School  of 
Social  Work. 

“I  wanted  to  work  with 
marginalized  people  and  others 
who  also  faced  structural  barriers 
preventing  them  from  moving 
forward,”  she  said.
